America has been robbed 
of the climax of a first class 
sensation, a Reuter message 
from Washington this morn- 
ing announcing that the Gen- 
cra} Court-Martial of Major 
General Smedley Butler has 
been abandoned, and that he 
will be officially reprimanded 
instead. 


It is learned that the decision 
was reached by the Scerctary 
of the Navy, Mr. Adams, after 
the receipt of a letter from Gen- 
“ern) Smedley Butler further 
. explaining his indiscreet refer- 
ences to Signor Mussolini at the 
Philadelphia Club. 

In suffering official reprimand, 
General Butler joina the ranks of 
several notabilities, including 
Admiral Coughlan, who was re- 
aponmole for remarks ridiculing 
the deponed ex-Kaiser, and 
Admiral Sima, who waa reprimand. 
ed for bis part in. the famous 
incident at the Guildhall and for 
commenting on the issie of Irish 
Home Rule. 


Unprecedented Apology: 


Since America’s | unprecedented 
‘apology. to Signor Mussolini, 
which Mr. H, 1. Stimson ' made 
o! ally to Signor de Martino, the 
Italian) Ambassador, accompiny- 
ing hin formal expression of rexret 
by a written apology in which he 
anid: “The sincere regrets of the 
yovernment of the United States 
of Americn are extended to His 
Excellency, Premier Benito Mus- 
solini of Italy and to the Italian 
people for this discaurteous and 
unwarranted utterance by 2 com- 
missioned officer of this govern: 
‘ment oon active duty.” the 
Amerivan papers have been full 
of the incident.

The Principal (Miss H. D. 
Sawyer) In her annual report, said 
In part: ; 

“To set girls in the right way of 
‘becoming good and useful women 
in whatever aphere of Hfe their 
future may be fa, I think, my him 
in the education of girls sent ‘to 
me here. I, feol at times that 
parents do not alwaya realize this 
And 60 many people seem to think 
that examination results are the 
aim and end all of every school. 
} would candidly own that that fs 
not my opinion. Public examinations 
have a distinct value, and I for one 
would not be without them, if for 
no other reason than because they 


are a means of helping a girl to de-: 


cide upon a future career, I think 
that those pupila who have dis- 
tinct ability, and those only. 
should be sent in for the Matri- 
culation examination and I would 
Umit thia even more and wanld 
say that only those Intending to 
take una University career shoule 
be allowed to enter for the Matri- 
culation. For other pupils the 
Senior should be looked upon as 
Qn good xchool-leaving certificate. 
showing that a girl has had.a good 
all-round education, ‘and for this 
renson I feel that the aubjecta 
taken should be — numerically 
Rrenter but Ih standard of effi- 
ciency considerably lower than 
that required aa an entrance to a 
Univernity. 
Value-of Examinations, 

Tt fs not given to all of us todo 
ourselves justice in’ examinations 
and we are not all equally endawed 
with brains, Y should much Uke 
to canvinece both parenta an? 
pu, its that, provided that a child 
lias done her bert honestly through- 
out the year and then failed either 
in an outside’ examination or in 
the school one, that no dlavrace is 
attached. The pupil has not been able 
to reach the standard demanded by 
the examinera, Nevertheless, the 
hard-working pupil who haa failed 
has gained far more educationally 
than the one who has merely 
crammed and learnt up her work 
for a few weeks before the end of 
term. Some of us work much 
more slowly. than othera and the 
result is not always brillant, but 
there are other things in education 
besides booka and bookwork. I 
hope you will forgive me for this 
Apparent digression but 1 have 
long wanted the parents of my 
pupils to know my views and to 
understnnd that falling to’ pass 
tn examination or to get promo- 
tion fa by no means synonymoua 
with disgraco, 

Bishop Duppuy’s Address,

the School hy the Principal, and 
remarked that>in going Home, 
Miss Sawyer carried with her their 
Gest wishes for u speedy recovery.

FORMER ITALIAN FOREIGN 
‘MINISTER DIES |” 


Rome, Feb. 8. 

The death hos occurred of 
Signor Tomnasso Tittoni, an ox- 
Forelgn Minister, who wns. tho 
Italian delegate to the Pence Con- 
ference In 1919.—Retiter. 

Signor _Tomnsso Tittoni waa 
born In Reme | in May, 1849. Ho 
wan educated in Rome, Liege and 
Oxford, and then tock a post in 
connexfon with the municipal od- 
ministration of Rome. — 

In 1883 he turned his attention 
to politics and was alectad to tha 
Chambery as a Conservative, In 
1897: he was appointed Prefect of 
the province of Perugia and three 
yoars Inter Prefect ‘of . Naplea, 
Meanwhile, his political reputation 
was increasing and in 1901 he be- 
enme a member of the Sonate, On 
Nov. 3, 1903, when Glolitt! recon- 
atructed hia Cabinet, Tittoni- took 
over the portfolio of Forelgn 
Affairs which he held til} 1909 
with.a short interruption in 1906 
when he acted as Ambassador in 
London and on Apr. 7, afgned tho 
Act of Algeciras, ‘ 

During his term of office rela- 
tions between Italy and Franco 
steadily improved. Novertheless, 
he always Inid emphasis on tho 
necessity of Italy adhering to the 
Triple Allianec—a policy which In 
his opinion did not militate agalpst 
Italy being friendly with Britain 
and France. The «nnexation of 
Rosnin by Austria-Hungary | fn 
1908 induced Tittoni to cultivate 
closer relations with Russia and 
on, Oct. 24, 1909, Tsar Nicholas I 
met the King of Italy at Racconigi 
as the outcome of the Foreign 
Minister's efforts, : 

In Dec, 1909, Sonninv formed a 
new Cnbinct in which Count 
Guicciardini was, Foroign Minister, 
Tittont going os Ambassador te 
Paria where he drew still closer 
the bonds botween Ytaly and 
France. - This led on the outbreak 
of.the world-war, first, to Italy’s 


declaration of neutrality and then | 


to hor coming: in nyainat the Con- 
tral Powers. ‘In Nov. 1916, Tit- 
toni gave up his Paris post, and it 
was not tll June, 1919, that he 
took snother—the’ portfollo .of 
Foreign Affaira in the Nitti 
Cabinet.

It waa assum- 
cd, however, that he did not see eyo 
to eye with Nittf! as (o the furthor 
negotiations rexarding Flume.

PENNY TRANSPORT. 


Following the issuing of the re- 
port of the Royal Commission on 
Transport, in which the railway 
companiea nre strongly urged to 
make their services speedier and 
cheaper, numerous suggestions have 
been put forward with this end In 
view. One of the moat attractive, 
however, and one which has nroused 
much attention, is what has been 
described a3 “Penny Transport.” 
The scheme, which is not an en- 
tirely new one, ia based on the prin- 
ciple that cheap transport by rail 
in ax feastble ag the Penny Post. 
Indeed, the’ idea is to extend the 
postal system to the carringe of 
xoods and passengers, and it is 
claimed, that this can_be done with- 
out financial loss. More than that, 
it is suggested that with the in- 
creased patronage which would re- 


1 ault, the scheme would vield greater 


profits than are obtained under ex- 
isting methods. : 

Tho idea of the “Penny Train,” 
of course, is not thant there should 


be n flat rate as low as this, but that 


a penny be the minimum fare, with 
a graduated scale, on the principle 
of the old-time Penny Postage. Five 
services are suggested.” The first 
embraces ordinary local trains stop- 
ping at all stations, for which the 
second-class fare ‘would be one 
penny und the first-class sixpence. 
Then come frat local trains, stop- 
ping at some stations, for which the 
respective fares would bo sixpence 
and one shilling. Next, express 
non-stop Jocal trains (e.g. London 
and Brighton), at . the respective 


‘trates of one shilling and half a 


crown, Then ordinary main line 
trains stopping at all junctions 
with local. trains, at half a 
crown and ten shillings respective- 
ly. Finnlly, ‘express main line 
trains with non-stop runs of about 
a-hundred miles; with a fare of ten 
shillings for second-class and of 
two pounds for first-class. Passen- 
xer tickets, whch-would be sold at 
all Post Offices and railway stations, 
like postage atamps, with no refer- 
ence to any destination, would en- 
title the holder to a seat In any 
train of the particular denomina- 
tion, and to. cnter. and lenve the 
train at any station at which it 
stops. Tho goods service would be 
an oxtension of the, Parcels Post 
m. The rates suggested vary 
from one shilling per ton for slow 
services up to a shilling a hundred- 
weight or more for express services. 
If, as might seem advisable, the’ 
acheme wore administered or con- 


trolled the State, the wisest plan 
would be not to work it for the sake

' PRISON ” SENTENCE 
AND “CAT.”

POSSESSION OF OFFENSIVE 
- WEAPONS. 


* Before two Magistrates, Mr. 
Butters ‘and Mr. Willlams, at the 
Kowloon, Mhgistracy this morning, 
Chau Sham was charged ‘with 
having had in-hin possession, on 
February .4, at Mongkok, three 
offensive weapons, namely, sclasor 
dladcs, ao fashioned as to be used 
as daggers, and atx strips of 
cloth, with regard to which he 
could not give a satisfactory ac- 
count. 

‘A Chinese constable anid that 
about 10.20 p.m, on February 4, 
while ho waa on duty in Bedford 
Itond he saw the defendant about 
fifty yards away stoop down and 
then run towards him. He stop- 
ped defendant and, searched him 
and found tied to his left Jeg two 
actbsor blades and another ‘tied to 
hje right leg. The defendant took 
‘him to Cremer Street and pointed 
out a place where, he said, he had 
picked up the blades.

of the Selyukai, and Mr. Adachi, 
the Home Minister. . 

Baron Shidehora’s remarks 
were’ made during: interpellations 
at u meeting of the Budget Com- 
mittee Inat Tuesday, when he as- 
serted that the fact that the Lon- 
don Naval Tresty wan ratified 
was clear evidence that dt will not 
endanger national defence, aa had 
been implied. 

The Seiyukai regarded these 
remarks as an attempt to place 
the responsibility on the should- 
ers of the Emperor and accused 
Baron Shidchara of teas majeste, 

‘The exact nature of the com- 
promise ia not certain, but it is 
believed that Baron Shidehara 
has agreed to retract the offending 
worda and to npologise for giving 
unintentional offence.
